The Azſwrerer undertakes to ſhew, that tho the Anthoy of the Caſe have 
truly repreſentec] their deſires, he has*burt weaty arowed for oranting "Ty 
'em, Now,tho theAwthor is lo conlcious co himlclt of his 0vn mean abi- 
lities, as ts be ready to ſuſpect that fo juſt a Cauſe may have fuftzr*d by 
being in lv weak hands; yet he does nor ſee any ſuch ftrength in the 
Anſwerer's Replys, as ſhou'd diſcourage him trom the detence even of 
thoſe weak Arguments, trom any thing the Anſwerer has alledg'd to take 
off the force of *'em. Whether this opinion be touaded on reaſon, or 
on that partiality to his own Cauſe ( which all men are prone to) mult 
be left to the Reader's [udgment. 


Firſt, Th» Proteſtant Diſſenters d fire ſuch 2 Bill of Indulgence 21 ſrou'lt 1; 'om 2 full ſecurity for 
tbe free Exerciſe of their Keligion. 

As to this, the gfn/werey indecd teils us '* That he believes, there aie few or nope but will a- 
** gice tOit; Tho he thinks it plain the Author's Argumcuts do not cyiace the neceflity of it. 

[ might therefore julily ſatisfy my ſelf that there are ſome conhdcrations or other for which 
the generality even of thole of the Eſtabliſh'c Church are willivg to grant to Proteſtant Diſſenters 
the free ©xerciſc of rheirReligion. But ſince the Au/werer thinks the former Realons alledg'd for 
It, Co be inſufficient, 27 ſpcaks of ſuch a Toleration as rather in iticlt a very inconvenient thing, 
* which they are 11iicl:4'd to grant more out of compliance with the impartuuity of thoſe that 
'* delire it, then auy tcale of it's reaſonableneſs, as Parents human their Children, ig giving '«m 
** things tliat are pleaſing to their palats, tho prejudicial to their health, anly becauſe they cagerly 
delice 'cm. 1 thall a little examine what he has offcr'd agaioft thoſe Arguments alledg'd 
tor the Neceſſity and Kcaſonableneſs of it ; and I do this the rather, becauic thoſe Anſwers of his 
ſuggeſt ſercral common prejudices agaiaft Proteſtant Diſſcaters, which are of latc induſtricufly 
ſpread, and | fear very d:cplyrooted in the minds of many, tho founded on very unhappy miſtakes 
and raintormation about 'cm; ſo'that the Removal of 'cm will probably tend to promote a more 
charitable temper ia Proteſtanayrtowards one agother. And this is a defrgn titto be purſued at all 
times, and never more ſcaſonable then now,when there are (ocarack endeavours us'! to heighten 
our ditfcrences in order to obfiruQt the happy cette of our mutual confideuce and affeRion,

Ituppoſe the Anſwerer 18 rauch miltaken, - Fer thale called Pretbyrerians and Inderenm 
dents never came nearer to an Union and Accommodation of their differences then fince the 
Indulgence. 'Tis true ſome other heats have ariſen at Lendon abour the Explication of the i'c&- 
rine of Juſtification, as there have been no leſs warm diſputes among thoſe of the Eſtabli {:c 
Church avout the Explication of a more Imporeant Articic, /:z. That of the Trinity; bur the 
Indulgence has ao way contributed to the one more then the wther, And as for this Kingd: nm

9. If the Confrlcrer think the Diſlenters ſcparation ſo miſcbeivous to the ſouls of men, and be 
more concern'd to prevent their ſeduCtion, then to iccure the (emporal Intereſt of the Clergy, He 
ſhou'd be much more cacncſt againſt che Indulgence it (elf then for th= Sacrament-Telt. Whereas 
he leems frecly willing to grant the former, that he may hook in the latter. But 1 hope he'll 
fin! that this Toleration will av way increale Errors or [ricligion among the People, Nor need 
any that diligently fecd their Flacks fear others ſtealing their hearts from *'em. And ifzour Author 
be (o Z:alous to put a period to ([cparation, he necd not reduce himicif from Epilcopal grandure 
to Apoſtolical Poverty, 'tis but making things]nece/ary the only Terms of Communian, and leaving 
things wneceſ/ary indifferent, and both Peace and Charity wou'd cafily be reftor'd. And allthis may 
be done without retrenching cither the dignity or Revenucs of any of the Clergy, 

lo. If the Confiderer is uot offenicd that a few Dillenters now enjoy the Effetts of His Majeſty's 
favour he uced not tear that the Toleration (as 'tis defir'd) wou'd open & door to let the whole Party 
is; he may very vwcll truſt the prulence of the Government to diipence thole fayours to *cm 
with as modcratc and Iparing a hagd for the future as they have done hirherts

Lsjtiy, Since the Conſoderer very kindly profeſies that if # Sdedium can be found to ſceur? the 
Church and yet content the Diſſenters, be will not be againj} it, we thankfully own nis muderation 
therein; for if we were not perſwaded that all the f.vour the diflenters Jehire 13 fully confiltent 
with che ſecurity of the Eſtablith't Church, we ſhou'd nev-r prelume to requeſt or cxpett it 
from a Pacliament, whoſe Honourable Members are almoſ: all of that Communion. But if what we 
propole, will cruly unite and Strengthen the Proteſtanc lontereſt, w= may hope it will be farourably 
recciv'd by thole who in all other Cales expreſs fo heariy a Zeal for it,
